ROCKY FORD CANTALOUPE SEED 


Purdue 44 


The Purdue 44, a new cantaloupe introduced in our catalog last year, promises 
to be one of the leading Hale’s Best types. It is a selection made by the Purdue 
University Agricultural Experiment Station from our Seed Breeders strain. The 
Purdue 44 has all the fine Hale's Best characteristics plus a resistance to alter- 
naria leaf spot. 

In appearance the Purdue 44 resembles the Seed Breeders in the vigorous 
vines and in the fruit produced. The melons are uniform in size, averaging a 
little larger than the Seed Breeders. There are no pronounced ribs and the net 
is heavy and uniform. The size of the fruit cavity is about average for varieties 
of this type. In southern Indiana, where the melon was developed, the Purdue 
44 is considerably more productive than other varieties and shows a high sugar 
content. In season of maturity it ranks with the earlier strains of the Hale’s 
Best variety. 

Alternaria leaf spot is a disease of cantaloupes that seriously affects the crop 
by making the melon plants “fire at the hill” and finally lose most of their leaves 
at the time when the fruit is maturing. The Purdue 44 is resistant to this disease 
although not resistant to bacterial wilt. | 

We secured stock seed of the Purdue 44 from the Purdue University Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station and can offer a pure strain of this new variety. We 
have been much impressed with the fine qualities of this new melon and feel 
that it is an important contribution to new cantaloupe varieties. If you did not 
try the Purdue 44 last season we urge you to do so this year. If you tried it last 
year we will have seed for your field plantings this season.

Mildew Resistant No. 5 


The No. 5 is a powdery mildew resistant cantaloupe developed by Dr. Thomas 
W. Whitaker of the U. S. Department of Agriculture. Bred for use in districts 
where powdery mildew is a problem, this new melon has been very successful. 
Used extensively in mildew infested districts, the No. 5 has proven to be 100% 
resistant to the disease. 

The No. 5 produces a strong vigorous vine and abundant foliage with a 
heavy set of melons. The cantaloupe has a low net and is slightly ribbed. The 
flesh is salmon colored, smooth and has a good flavor. The fruit runs to jumbo 
36's in size, maturing in about 100 days. One of its outstanding characteristics is 
the high sugar content of the melon, which is considerably higher than most 
other commercial cantaloupes. The No. 5 cannot be picked vine-ripened to the 
~ same extent as can the No. 45, D-2 and 4-50, but must be picked on the first sign 
of a slip in order to stand under shipment. 

The No. 5 and the No. 6, described below, are important new disease resist- 
ant varieties.

Mildew Resistant No. 6 


The No. 6 is another new strain of the powdery mildew resistant cantaloupes, 
which we are introducing for the first time in our catalog. Like the No. 5, the 
No. 6 was developed by Dr. Whitaker. 

The No. 6 is entirely resistant to the mildew and has other characteristics 
not found in the No. 5. Notably it can be picked on a full slip and stand ship- 
ment to distant markets. It has good strong vines producing a jumbo 36 melon 
with a fairly heavy net. The flesh is firm, salmon colored, and of good flavor. 
The No. 6 does not have as high a sugar content as does the No. 5. The No. $ 
matures a few days earlier than the No. 5. 

In comparing the No. 5 and the No. 6, it can be said that the No. 5 has a 
better flavor, a higher sugar content, and a little stronger vine than does the 
No. 6. On the other hand, the No. 6 is slightly earlier, has a better net and shape, 
and can be nearer vine ripened than can the No. 5. 

Both the No. 5 and No. 6 will be used this season in those districts where a 
mildew resistant melon is needed.

Four-Fifty 


The new “Four-Fifty” is an improved strain of the widely used No. 45 and has 
been very successful wherever used. 


In developing the 4-50 particular emphasis was placed upon its commercial 
characteristics. It is a melon that will hold up in prime edible condition for 
several days after being picked on a full slip. Any ripe melons overlooked in 
the fields are still in good condition on the following days. This is in contrast 
to the softening of most varieties after they slip from the vine. 


The Four-Fifty is an oval melon with a dark skin, covered by a heavy net. 
The flesh is salmon colored, sweet and smooth. The cavity is small and compact. 
The vines are vigorous in growth, dark green in color, and produce a heavy set 
of melons. The 4-50 will average a jumbo 36 in size, measuring about 6'/2 by 6 
inches and weighing about 4 pounds. This variety matures in about 98 days. 


We introduced the Four-Fifty two years ago and in each season since its 
introduction we have sold out our entire supply of this seed. There is a general 
shortage of cantaloupe seed this season and the 4-50 is no exception. We suggest 
that if you intend to use the Four-Fifty that you get your order to us as soon 
as possible.

The Arizona No. 13 cantaloupe has been developed by the Horticultural Department of the University 
of Arizona. It combines the desirable eating qualities of the Perfecto with the firm-fleshed, shipping 
qualities of the Mildew Resistant No. 45, together with obtaining other desirable features. 

The Arizona No. 13 is a small melon running generally to the standard 45 size. It is mostly 
globe shaped with no rib or stripe. The netting is very coarse and close. The rind is thin, tough and ~ 
fairly dark green. The flesh is a bright orange to salmon color, thick, juicy and very sweet. The 
high sugar content and flavor give it fine eating qualities. It can be picked on a full slip and will 
stand up under long shipment. It matures in 5 to 7 days earlier than the No. 45. 

This melon shows considerable promise as a fine quality cantaloupe for the grower who needs 
small sizes. Our supply of seed is limited but we suggest that the Arizona No. 13 be given a trial 
in your fields this season.

Table beets may be planted as early in the spring as the ground can be worked, since they can 
stand light frosts. A moist soil that is well drained suits beets to perfection. One ounce of beet seed 
will plant about 100 feet of row and should be planted about one inch deep. The rows should be 
16 to 20 inches apart and the plants should be thinned out to stand three inches apart in the row. 
Beets may be stored for winter use with very little trouble by packing them in sand or loose soil ina 
cool cellar where they will not be touched by frost.

Cucumbers planted in rich loamy soil after danger of frost is past will give you best results. Fer- 
tilization with well-rotted manure will be beneficial.

Cabbage grows well in all parts of the country and should be included in every garden. The seed 
should be sown in the hotbed very early, putting them in rows about 4 inches. apart and covering 
with % inch of soil.

Peppers

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Tomatoes 


Tomatoes should be grown in every garden, and it is quite simple to grow your own plants. Seed 
may be planted in a hotbed or in a shallow box in the house. About five weeks should be allowed 
for the plants to reach the proper size for transplanting out of doors when the weather has become 
warm and danger of frost has passed. Sow the seeds in rows 3 inches apart, covering with % inch 
of soil. When the plants are about 2 inches tall, transplant to a larger box or cold frame and space 
about 4 inches apart. When transplanted to the garden, plant in rows 4 feet apart and 4 feet apart 
in the row. The plants should be hardened off before setting in the open by giving them plenty of 


air and letting the soil get somewhat dry. Be sure, however, to give the plants plenty of water a few 
hours before moving them.

In marketing his cantaloupes the grower should exercise the 
greatest care in seeing that his melons are of the highest pos- 
sible quality. This is accomplished by: first, buying the best 
seed obtainable in order to be certain of variety, purity and 
quality of the stock planted; and, second, using the utmost 
care in harvesting the crop. When we receive the seed order, 
we can take care of the first of these requirements. Backed by 
our reputation, for quality seed and by our 36 years’ experi- 
ence in seed production, we can assure the grower that the 
seed he receives will be of the variety needed, that it will be 
pure and of the highest quality. The grower himself must take 
care of the second requirement. 

By selling only quality melons the grower can develop a 
good demand for his product. This market can be held by 
continuing to sell only the best cantaloupes. If poor quality 
melons are placed on the market, the buyer soon becomes dis- 
satisfied with the fruit and will no longer buy it.

* being in prime condition. 


Do not sell cracked, bruised, ill-shaped, immature or slick melons. These 
* should be discarded. 


5 Grade the melons for uniformity in size’ and maturity. Uniformity in 
* grading will bring better prices. 


Pack the melons attractively. ‘‘Eye-appeal’ will result in better sales. 


6. 
7 Buy the best seed. A few extra cents a pound spent for good seed will 
* return dollars in better melons and greater yields.
